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EDITORIAL. 

The  beginning  of  a  new  School  year  is  always  full  of 
interest.  Many  familiar  faces  are  gone,  and  many  new  ones 
appear,  while  those  who  have  returned  take  some  time  to 
realize  this,  and  to  discover  how  much  their  position  in  the 
school  is  changed.  Perhaps  you  ask,  who  will  be  the  leaders 
— in  this  or  that — during  1910-11,  when  all  at  once  it  dawns 
upon  you  that  you  are  in  the  running  yourself  for  the  coveted 
distinction!

Examination  Results. 

J.  E.  Mathews  passed  ninth  out 
of  37  successful  candidates.  This  is  the  highest  position  ever 
taken  from  this  school.

He  was  given  a  full 
military  funeral  at  our  own  church,  St.  Luke's,  Cedar  Hill — 
an  impressive  ceremony,  which  those  who  saw  it  will  not  soon 
forget. 


On  May  20th  the  boarders  attended  the  memorial  services 
for  King  Edward's  funeral,  in  front  of  the  Parliament  build- 
ings. Mr.  Harvey  and  three  cadet  officers  went  in  uniform, 
having  been  invited  to  occupy  a  position  on  the  steps. 


The  annual  golf  championship  came  off  on  May  6th,  and 
was  won  somewhat  easily  by  C.  L.  Spencer.    As  last  year,  the 


length  of  the  grass  in  the  big  field  was  a  serious  handicap,  and 
lost  balls  caused  many  score  cards  to  be  torn  up. 


The  prize  for  the  best  school  garden  was  awarded  on 
June  6th.  The  half-holiday  was  won  by  the  Second  Form, 
with  the  Third  Form  close  behind  them.  The  First  Form 
garden  was  honourably  mentioned. 

A  camera  club  was  started  on  May  30th.  It  was  arranged 
to  have  a  small  subscription  towards  a  prize-fund,  and  to 
award  prizes  at  the  beginning  of  the  Xmas  term  for  the  best 
six  prints — any  subject. 


Mr.  Harvey  has  this  term  formed  a  troop  of  Boy  Scouts, 
mostly  recruited  from  the  Littleside  intermediates  and  juniors. 
On  September  21st  Lieut-Colonel  Hall,  the  Scout  Commis- 
sioner for  Victoria,  came  up  and  addressed  the  boys.  They  will 
be  known  as  "N"  Troop,  and  are  determined  to  give  as  good 
an^ account  of  themselves  as  No.  170  cadet  corps  has  done.

ATHLETIC  SPORTS 

The  annual  athletic  sports  took  place  on  Tuesday,  June 
21st.  They  were  in  every  respect  a  decided  advance  on  those 
of  last  year.  Perhaps  the  number  of  spectators  did  not  show  a 
very  great  increase,  but  this  was  due  to  the  uncertainty  of  the 
weather.  A  shower  of  rain  at  i  p.m.  must  have  deterred  a 
number  of  people  from  coming';  however,  it  w^as  bright  and 
sunny  by  2  o'clock,  and  no  more  rain  fell. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  and  Mrs.  Paterson,  who  were 
kind  enough  to  present  the  prizes,  arrived  at  3.30,  and  were  met 
by  a  guard  of  honour  under  Capt.  E.  A.  Rand.  The  boys 
presented  arms  as  the  Governor's  automobile  came  down  the 
drive,  and  marched  on  either  side  with  fixed  bayonets,  the 
band  in  front  playing  a  martial  air,  right  up  to  the  front  steps. 


As  last  year,  the  band  of  the  Fifth  Regiment  attended, 
and  enlivened  the  proceedings  with  a  well-chosen  selection. 
During  the  afternoon  refreshments  were  served  in  the 
gymnasium,  under  the  capable  management  of  our  Bursar,  Mr. 
A.  G.  Tracy,  the  two  matrons,  and  an  energetic  staff  of 
volunteers. 

The  races  were  well  contested,  and  went  off  without  a 
hitch.  Perhaps  the  most  popular  events  were  the  relay  races, 
the  obstacle  race,  for  which  there  were  6j  entries,  and  the 
Victoria  Cross  race. 

The  jumps  and  throwing  the  cricket  ball  were  decided 
previously,  as  well  as  the  heats  necessitated  by  the  large 
number  of  entries. 

Several  school  records  were  broken,  notably  the  cricket- 
ball,  won  by  McGuigan  with  the  splendid  throw,  even  allow- 
ing for  the  help  of  the  wind,  of  106  yards.  Rich  was  a  very 
close  second  with  105 /^  yards,  and  Creery  3rd  with  84  yards. 
Another  remarkable  feature  was  that  though  McGuigan  made 
new  records  for  both  the  open  220  and  100  yards,  Wyld  in  the 
under  16  event  equalled  his  time  for  the  former,  and  beat  him 
by  1-5  second  on  the  100  yards.  We  shall  hear  more  of  Wyld 
next  year. 

The  senior  championship  cup,  presented  by  W.  L.  Chal- 
loner,  Esq.,  was  won  easily  by  McGuigan  with  Rich  and  Persse 
equal  some  way  behind.  Mr.  J.  H.  Sanderson  of  Vancouver 
gave  a  very  handsome  cup  for  the  junior  championship;  this 
was  carried  off  by  A.  G.  Woodward  with  14  points  out  of  a 
possible  15.     Worsfold  with  9  points,  was  second. 

The  prizes  were  even  finer  than  last  year,  thanks  to  the 
generosity  of  numerous  parents  and  friends.  Mention  should 
be  made  of  the  fine  oak  and  silver  shield  presented  by  Mr.  C. 
C.  Chipman  of  Winnipeg  as  a  permanent  trophy  and  record 
of  the  names  of  the  sports  champions  of  each  year. 

Our  best  thanks  are  due  also  to  Mr.  W.  F.  Burton  for  his 
kindness  in  coming  up  to  act  as  starter,  and  to  Mr.  Alexis 
Martin  for  acting  as  judge.

Range  Practice  1910. 

Great  keenness  was  shown  last  term,  and  the  results  were 
most  creditable.  We  again  entered  for  the  Canadian  Rifle 
League  matches  in  May-June,  in  which  we  came  out  eighth 
last  year  with  a  score  of  1424  out  of  2800.

We  won  eleven  first-class  and  three  second-class 
marksmen's  certificates,  and  on  our  aggregate  came  out  first  in 
Canada.  The  score  of  2201  out  of  2800  was  higher  than  any 
previous  winning  score.  It  was  furthermore  won  under  special 
circumstances, — namely  that  many  of  the  competitors  used  a 
form  of  backsight  which  was  against  the  regulations ;  yet  we 
beat  them,  using  only  the  open  service  sight.  Our  scores  in 
the  four  league  matches  are  as  follows :

The  team  have  had  their  photographs  taken,  and  an 
enlargement  has  been  made  to  hang  in  the  dining-hall. 

Next  year  we  hope  to  enter  for  two  additional  competi- 
tions, the  "Schools  of  the  Empire,"  and  the  "Inter-Schools 
Match''  of  Canada.  Both  of  these  can  be  shot  simultaneously 
with  the  C.R.L.  matches,  the  only  difference  being  that  in  the 
former  competition  a  team  of  eight  is  chosen  beforehand,  and 
the  match  may  be  fired  on  any  day,  provided  notice  is  given ; 
while  in  the  Inter-Schools  any  number  of  teams  of  four  may 
shoot,  and  the  best  of  these  scores  is  sent  in ;  the  date  is  usually 
that  of  the  second  C.R.L.  match.  The  winners  of  the  Schools 
of  the  Empire  match  in  1909  were  Pietermaritzburg,  Natal, 
for  the  second  time,  with  a  score  of  475,  average  59.3 ;  and  the 
Inter-Schools  was  won  by  Highfield  School,  Hamilton,  with  a 
score  of  226,  averaging  56.5.  Other  scores  this  year  were: — 
Victoria  High  School,  211,  average  52.7;  St.  Alban's  (Brock- 
ville)  182,  average  45.5.  It  may  be  noted  that  our  average  was 
58.7  for  the  best  day,  and  55  for  the  wdiole  four  matches. 

Musketry  Programme  for  the  Autumn,  1910. 

All  those  who  won  certificates  last  term  for  marksmanship 
will  rank  as  marksmen  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  They  will 
receive  instruction  in  rapid  firing,  snap-shooting  and  collective 
firing. 

All  those  who  fired  at  the  range  last  term,  without  winning 
certificates  will  receive  instruction  at  the  regulation  targets, 
and  the  best  shots  will  take  the  course  in  collective  firing. 

All  those  who  qualify  in  time  at  the  miniature  range  will 
be  allowed  to  go  to  Clover  Point  as  far  as  it  can  be  arranged. 

Mr.  Harvey's  Cup  for  the  best  shooting  section  will  this 
year  be  awarded  exclusively  for  collective  firing  by  teams  of  six 
from  each  section.  The  conditions  of  the  competition  will  be 
announced  shortly. 
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Mr.  W.  T.  Williams  has  very  kindly  offered  a  handsome 
pair  of  binoculars  as  a  prize  for  the  best  shot  this  term.  These 
will  be  competed  for  on  a  date  in  October,  simultaneously  with 
the  class-firing,  at  200  and  500  yards. 

A  Trip  to  Ottawa. 

On  August  15th  Mr.  Harvey  left  for  Ottawa,  to  attend  the 
D.R.A.  meeting.  He  was  accompanied  by  two  boys,  R.  Craw- 
ford and  D.  Bell-Irving,  who  had  been  invited  by  the  Canadian 
Rifle  League.  Shooting  began  on  Monday,  August  22nd.  In 
the  Cadets'  match  (200  yds.)  and  Tyro  (500  yds.),  Bell- 
Irving  made  57  (29-28)  and  Crawford  46  (26-20.)  As  a  result, 
Bell-Irving  was  asked  to  shoot  on  the  team  of  eight  cadets 
under  16,  to  represent  Canada  for  the  Lord  Roberts'  Trophy. 
In  this  match,  which  was  fired  on  Thursday  25th,  he  made  58 
(29-29),  being  only  beaten  for  first  place  by  one  point.  The 
team,  which  made  an  aggregate  of  436  points  out  of  560, 
included  boys  from  Toronto,  Hamilton,  Quebec  and  Charlotte- 
town. 

While  at  the  Rockliffe  range,  these  boys  shared  a  large 
marquee  with  a  number  of  visiting  cadets  from  the  old  country 
(Eton,  Winchester,  etc.),  who  did  some  good  shooting.  A 
team  of  ten  English  cadets  was  matched  against  the  best  ten 
Canadians,  and  beat  them  by  606  points  to  569.  Our  boys  were 
treated  right  royally,  and  enjoyed  the  trip  greatly.  They 
reached  home  again  on  the  last  day  of  August. 

Drill   Competition. 

On  October  1st  Capt.  McGuigan  took  A  Company  down  to 
the  Exhibition  to  compete  for  a  cup  offered  by  the  B.  C.  Agri- 
cultural Association  for  the  best-drilled  cadet  corps.  The 
only  other  competitors  were  the  No.  112  High  School  Cadet 
Corps.  The  programme  included  physical  drill  with  arms, 
manual  exercise  and  company  drill.  The  High  School  did  a 
little  more  physical  drill  than  we  did,  but  we  gave  a  much  more 
varied  exhibition  of  company  drill,  and  threw  in  some  extended 
order  movements  for  good  measure.  Our  boys  looked  very 
smart,  and  went  through  every  movement  with  energy  and 
precision.  McGuigan  handled  the  company  very  well,  and  the 
judges  awarded  the  cup  to  us  after  a  very  brief  interval.  On 
reaching  home  the  company  found  the  flag  flying,  and  all  the 
staff  and  the  rest  of  the  school  waiting  to  cheer  them  as  they 
wheeled  on  to  the  drill  ground.

EXCHANGES. 


Our  exchange  table  is  beginning  to  be  an  interesting 
feature,  but  we  should  like,  to  see  some  of  our  contemporaries 
a  little  more  regularly.  We  endeavour  to  do  in  this  respect  as 
we  would  be  done  by. 

The  following  publications  have  reached  us  from  time  to 
time  : — Acta  Ridleiana  ;  T.  C.  S.  Record  ;  St.  Andrew's  College 
Review ;  McGill  Martlet ;  College  Argus  (Vancouver)  ; 
Camosun  (Victoria  High  School)  ;  Collegiate  School  Magazine  ; 
Liverpool  College  Magazine  (England)  ;  the  Albanian  (Brock- 
ville)  ;  Western  Canada  College  Review. 

We  must,  however,  take  friendly  exception  to  the  criticism 
of  one  of  these,  namely  that  the  "Black  and  Red"  would  be 
improved  by  more  jokes.  A  careful  examination  of  the 
examples   offered   in   numerous   magazines  has   convinced   us 
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that  this  is  not  \he  case.  Most  of  these  jokes — and  one  paper 
devotes  twelve  pages  to  this  form  of  literature — seem  to  us 
to  fall  into  four  classes:  (i)  Chestnuts;  (2)  Cribs;  (3)  Rank 
personalities;  (4)  Buried  jokes,  with  no  answer,  even  in  the 
next  issue.  The  first  two  bear  their  own  condemnation  on 
their  faces.  The  third  we  think  unwise,  and  not  likely  to 
endear  old  copies  of  the  magazine  to  the  fellows  who  were 
roasted  therein.  Why  should  a  boy  who  has  red  hair  have  it 
rubbed  in  three  times  in  one  number?  "Be  to  their  faults  a 
little  blind"  is  a  good  motto  for  a  School  editor.  The  fourth 
kind  of  jape  is  of  so  fleeting  a  nature  that  in  a  year's  time  it  is 
hard  to  decipher  as  a  Hittite  inscription,  even  to  boys  at  the 
school.  For  example,  how  many  at  a  certain  school  can  now 
explain  the  jest  in  — "Hi,  you  dere  kid!" — or — "Sixteen's  me 
minimum."  If  either  of  these  ever  had  a  point,  boys  soon 
forget  it,  and  editors  would  be  wise  to  do  the  same. 

We  are  not  objecting  to  being  criticized — not  a  bit — but  in 
this  particular  case  we  prefer  our  own  methods  of  providing 
entertainment. 

The  other  points  made  by  the  same  critic,  namely  the 
suggestion  that  we  have  more  illustrations  and  put  in  some 
advertisements,  have  been  under  discussion  for  some  time ;  we 
are  trying  to  improve  the  first  item,  but  the  second  presents 
several  serious  difficulties  which  have  not  yet  been  solved. 
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
